The 11th August 1887.—Baboo Sarat Chunder’ Rose, Temporsry Sub-Deputy Collector, 
Contai, Midnapore, is vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the third class, 

The 12th August 1887,—Under section 3, Act III of 1880, Mr. A. Rettray, Deputy 
Magistra:e and Deputy Collector, Darjecling, is vested with the powers of a Magistrate of 
the first class within the limits of the, Cantonment of Jellapabar, in the district of Darjeeling. 

Under the authority vested in him by the final clause of section $57 Bf the Oode of 
Criminal Procedure, Act X of 1882, the Lioutenant-Governor empowers Moulvie Abdurrauf, 
Officiating Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, Bhagulpore, to take duwn evidence 
in crimiual cases in the English language.

‘Wira reference to Notice to Mariners No. 47, of 22nd July 1887, on the reported 
sunken rocks northward of Jebel Zukur island, the Admiralty has uotified that a close 
examination has beeu made on two occasions by H; M. S. Griffon of the area in which 
the dangers reported hy the stesm-vessela Avocet and Teddington are said to lie, 
without the discovery of any sign of shoaling of the water. 

Pending tha report of the inquiry into the loss of the latter vessel, and the receipt of 
evidence as to her position, no further search will be made, but vessels are warned to pass 
to the westward of a liae joiuing Contre Peak island, Zebayir islands, and High island, Jebel 
Zukur. 

(2). Dahkalak Bank—Position of wreck Northward of 8eghalah island. 

Information has been received from Oommander Hon’ble H. Lambton, H. M. S. 
Dolphin, through the Admiralty, that the steam-veseul Graville lies stranded about two 
miles northward of Seghalah island, Dahalak Bank.

his stay in port or until authorized by the Health Officer to haul it down.

* 1, Interest cages, shewing the several half ycars at which interest will accrue, shal} 
be imprinted on the reverse of each new note issued, and payment shall be recorded by the 
stamp of the Disbursing office, or by a manuscript entry, over the space apportioned to the 
halé.year concerned. If payment be made at a Presidency town, the recording entry shall 
shew the Presidency and the date and number of the issuing warrant, which shall be in 
the form of s negotiable instrument paysble to the holder’s order. But if payment be made 
ata Di Treasury, the recording entry shall shew the name of the treasury, the number 
‘borne payment voucher, and,the date of payment ; this entry shall be authenticated 
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by the initials of the Treasury Officer, and the holder’s receipt shall be teken.on the face 
of the payment voucher. Il, however, the note be of the old form, and bear no interest 
cage, the holder’s endorsement for interest will be required on the note itself, and payments 
will be authenticated by the Disbursing Officer under the endorsement as heretofore.

Tar following information has been received by the Admiralty from Commander 
E. Rooke, H. M. 8, Falcon of the existence of a shoal lying about 3} miles southward 
of Tellah Tellah Kebir, southern approach to Sawdkin. 

On 2nd August 1887 the Fadcon, about an hour after leaving an anchorage East- 
ward of Tellah Tellah Kebir, passed over this shoal; soundings of 64 to 7 fathoms we qj 
obtained for the distance of half a mile ; bearings of the land could not be taken on soooutt 4 
of thick weather. 

Approximate position as given, latitude 18° 444° N.; longitude 88° 11° B.
